LONDON, Jan. 17.—This is the worst 
day of the new year so far as the pros- 
pects for peace is concerned.

the Kussian movements of troops.

army corps is now under 
marching 
orders from the Oaucasus to the Boman- 
ian frontier,

eleventh corps are being moved forward. 
One cavalry division and one rifle brig- 
ade have been sent to the Rouman-

and

frontier. 


Apparently, Eussia is again going to 
propose Peter Karageorgevice for the 
Bulgarian throne and is massing troops 
to give strength to her proposition.

elected by the powers and the question 
is, "will Russia fighl?"

Speaker Carlisle Is Taken 111 and Hon. 
S. 8. Cox is Elected Speaker Pro 
Tern of the Honse. 


WABHmaToiT, Jan. 17.—Speaker Oar - 
lisle has not been well for some time. 
Last evening while at dinner at the 
Biggs house he was taken suddenly seri- 
ously ill and reached his room with the 
utmost difficulty. 


At 11 o'clock Dr. Sowers reported 
Speaker Carlisle's condition much im- 
proved 
The doctor speaks very en- 
eouO^iugly w d predicts no alarming 
9onfl%quences of the attack. 


The house was called to order by the 
clerk who announced the fact of the 
speaker's indisposition and stated that 
motions for a speaker pro tem were in 
order. 
Mr. Mills, of Texas, offered a 
resolution appointing Samuel S, Cox, of 
New York, as speaker pro tem, during 
the present temporary absence of the 
speaker. It was unanimously agreed to. 
Ooz took the chair and called the house 
to order. 


The preiident's message transmitting 
the Pacific railroad reports to congress 
was sent in to-day and read. 


How Expioring Is Done. 


Sometimes the advent of exploring 
parties inflicts much suffering which 
the visitors are not responsible for and 
cannot prevent. 
The Stanley expedi- 
tion has just furnished a case in point. 
When Stanley and nearly four hundred 
of his men reached Yambuga rapids in 
the Aruwimi River all the inhabitants 
of the large villages in the neighbor- 
hood fled into the forests leaving hun- 
dreds of huts without a tenant, and 
abandoning their gardens and fields to 
the intruders. 
Their precipitate flight 
could not be prevented, though with- 
out doubt it brought great tiufi'ering 
upon them. 
Stanley was willing to pay 
for food, but as the owners of the fields 
fled he had no other course that to take 
from the fifelds such supplies as he 
needed without paying for them. 
A 
few of the fugitives were caught and 
dismissed with presents, and 
Stanley 
hoped that in this way the men he left 
in charge at this place would gradually 
win the confidence of the natives and 
induce them to return to their homes. 


The 
late 
Sir 
Peter 
Scratchley, 
formerly the British Commissioner in 
New Guinea, investigated some time 
ago a number of cases in which white 
men had been murdered by the savages 
of that big island. 
He reported that 
in every instance he found that the 
white men were the aggressors. 
They 
had tried to kidnap natives, had wan- 
tonly killed some of them, or in other 
ways had inflicted bitter wrongs upon 
them. Though in all cases he considered 
it his duty to give the natives to under- 
stand that they must leave to the whites 
the punishment of men who injured 
them, he said that some of these men 
richly deserved their tragic fate. 
Tli ere 
is one white man, the Rev. Mr. Chal- 
mers, who goes in and out among these 
samelnatives with perfect fearlessness. 
He never carries a weapon of any sort, 
but he has inspired the natives along 
hundreds of miles of the southern coast 
with so much confidence and esteem 
that hia coming is always welcomed. 


T^ile Mr. Bouvalot, the 
French 
traveler, and his 
companions were 
crossing the Pamir table-land in Central 
Asia last spring he treated the natives 
in a very high-handed manner. 
The 
party were in suthciently strong force 
to be able to do as they pleased in the 
thinly settled highlands. 
As they ad- 
vanced they appropriated all the port- 
ers and camels they wanted at the point 
of the revolver. 
According to their 
own story they must have stolen about 
all the useful beasts they came across. 
Bouvalot says that for a month they 
could obtain porters and pack animals 
only by using their sticks and revolvers, 
and he seeks to justify his cruel usas^c 
of the natives on the i^round that hie 
necessity compelled him to act with 
severity. 


Explorers who have the gentleness 
and tact of Livingistone and Junker 
rarely have any serious trouble with 
the savage tribes they meet. 
Dr. 
Junker said a few weeks aero that he 
never entered a native village without 
sending messengers in advance to an- 
llDunce his coming and without obtain- 
ing permission to visit the place. 
He 
was always very careful to explain the 
purpose of his visit, and he found an 
accordion, which was the constant com- 
panion of his travels, a very valuable 
aid in calming and delighting natives 
who were disposed to look upon him 
with suspicion. 


The only blemish upon the brilliant 
record of Prejevalsky, the Russian ex- 
plorer, is the fact that on his last 
journey he killed thirty or forty natives 
of a tribe that opposed his advance to 
the head-waters of the great floang- 
Ho River of China. 
Ho asserts that 
the accomplishment of his mission and 
the safety of his command compelled 
him to inflict severe punishment upon 
thA TiatlTAH.

M. Heitzler, a laborer in the coal pit 
atthQ Pittsburg round house, let an en- 
gine run over his right foot and will be 
maimed for life as his toes were cut off. 


The twelve year old son of Dan Mo- 
Gincis, who 
sustained a severe fall 
while skating cn the feeder canal ice the 
other day, is now paralyzed on his right 
side and cannot hope to be of any use 
even if he lives. 


Mrs. Auger, mother of Louis Auger, 
the florist, was thrown from a sleigh, at 
noon, on Wallace street, and sustained a 
fracture of tbe shoulder, 
A little child 
with her was uninjured. 
Mrs. Auger's 
injuries are very painful and severe, 
considering her age. 


Testerday Angust Gieser fell through 
the elevator at Diehl's rag store, a dis- 
tance of twenty feet and severely bruised 
himself about the body. 
He was un- 
conscious at the time he was picked up 
and taken to his home. 
There were no 
bones broken and the 
physician in 
charge thinks his injuries are not dan- 
gerous. 


Last night, Clements Hentz, of the 
Muncie road, was seated at his home, in 
Bloomingdale, when a neighbor called 
and asked him for some powder to ad- 
minister to a sick dog.

A mau in immediate 
need, say of $50, induces nine friends 
to unite with him in forming a ready 
TTone.v club, each subscribing $5, which, 
wif-b iiis own share, meets his owu 
necessities. 
He has the use of the 
common fund for one month, Avhen the 
members meet and decide, generally by 
throwing dice, who next comes into 
possession of the money. 
In that man- 
ner each meniher has the use of the 
fund in turn, whan it is eith<^r returned 
or the arrangeiueut renewed. 
Tbe 
sum subscribed varies in amount from 
less than half a dollar to hundreds, and 
the ])oriods of use of the money vary 
from less than a month to a year or 
more. 
Sometimes interest is paid in 
the following manner: 
The first who 
has the $50, receives but $49, each 
member deducting a dime for interest, 
the borrower for the second month r ^ 
ceives $49.10, and so on to the last. 
Failure of payment from any cause is 
sure to be made good by the family of 
the horrovrer.—Bostoyi

SHE WEirr ASTBAT. 


Tarifflne Against Nature. 


The arguments which protectionists use 
to defend a heavy tariff on a certain man- 
ufactured article cannot be made to apply 
to the wool tariff. It is simply an effort 
of government to induce American farm- 
ers to continue the raising of sheep for 
wool in spite of unsuitable climate, in 
spite of heavy losses and in spite of a cost 
largely in excess of wool growing in more 
suitable countries. It results in com{)ell- 
ing American woolen goods manufact- 
urers to pay from 20 to 40 per cent, more 
for wool than they could buy it for abroad. 
Thus M hile Uncle Sam imposes a tariff to 
encourage woolen goods manufacture in 
one law, he imposes a tariff which, in 
effect, discourages woolen goods manu- 
facture in another law. Woolen goods 
manufactures actually decreased in num- 
ber from 1870 to 1880 partly for this 
reason, and less money is now paid out in 
wages to workers in woolen goods fac- 
tories than was the case in 1870, 


But this effort of Uncle Sam to enable 
sheep raisers in America to compete with 
more favored climates has not injured 
woolen goods manufacturers simply. It 
has largely increased the price of winter 
clothing for everybody, has scarcely ben- 
efited any number of laborers to any ex- 
tent, and in spite of it the number of 
sheep raised in the United States has only 
slightly increased, and has largely dimin- 
ished in Iowa, Indiana, New York, Penn- 
sylvania, Michigan and Ohio. In Ne- 
braska the number has only slightly in- 
creased, and California and Texas are the 
only states showing a decided increase.— 
Omaha World, 


Randall and Carlisle.

The writer of 
this article was a reporter in an eastern 
manufacturing center in his younger days 
and always hated to interview people in 
woolen mills. It took such a long time to 
get the cotton off his clothes.—Omaha 
World.

A N e w York H e b r e w l u s t i t u t i o n of Great 
Merit. 


At a incetinii held in February, 1884, in 
New York, "for the piu-pose of taking 
steps tt) Ix'coiiiingly mark the approach- 
iniil(K)!h .•inniver.^ary of the birthday of 
¡Sir Mo>os :\Ionti'i!ore" (since deceasetl), a 
connuittee was aiipointed to report a plan 
atafiMiii-e nucting. 
A montli later the 
ctmiiniiii'i- I'fconimended a "home for 
ciironic iiivaiids"'as the best and noblest 
moniuuent to i)er[)Cttuitfe the memory of 
the man whose virtues were to be hon- 
ored. 


Tiu: .MOXTEFIOKE HOME. 


The jiroposition v.as adopted, and, with 
the 
liberality which characterizes the 
Hebrew r;ice in such matters, $15,000 was 
soon collecti'd and a temporary 
home 
establisiied in Xew York capable of ac- 
conimodating thirty ¡)atients. 
This was 
dedicated on Oct. 1!) of the same year, and 
api'licat ¡(;!is for admis.sion were at once 
received. 
The hotise was soon filled, and 
three tini(;s tlie ntunlier admitted were re- 
fused for Lii-k of room. 
The necessity 
and the nsefnlness of stich an institution 
haviim' ix'cn demonstrated, it was de- 
termined to raise a fund large enough to 
erect u suitable building; a fair for the 
jiiirjio-e was held in Decem]>er, 1880, and 
$l(j().<>()0 was added to the treasury of the 
instit uti<jn. 


The dii'cctors ptirchased a suitable plot 
of lirotind, takinu' up a whole block, upon 
which a new building will be erected at a 
cost of .vi."j(l,O()0. 
The land is paid for, 
and suflicient uicans are on hand to erect 
a buihling and buy furniture, there being 
in addition a regular income from patrons 
of $25,000. 


The style of architecture selected for 
the building is the French renaissance. 
The front elevafjon is l(»u feet 4 inches, is 
to be coiTstrticted of buff colored brick 
and terra cotta. 


Hospitals are usually erected for sup- 
posed curable patients. 
Those who are 
known to be inctu'able are not admitted, 
and if such secttre admittance as soon as 
their true condition is discovered they ure 
turned out of doors. 
This naturally re- 
sults in many instances of heart rending 
distress. 
The Montifiore Home is in- 
tended especially for this class of pal}ient8, 
and it will undoubtedly serve a most ex- 
cellent purpose.

RECRUITS FOR THE 
ARMY. 


Examination of a Man "Who Wiah«s to 
Enlist in the Service of Uncle Sam. 
Fifteen recruiting stations are main' 
tained, two in New York city, one each in 
Albany, Buffalo, Boston, Washington and 
several other cities, the farthest western 
one being at Denver. In New York ap- 
plicants are received for cavalry and in- 
fantry. 
There are three great 
depots 
where the newly enlisted men go through 
their training. 
One, at St. Louis, is de- 
voted to cavalry; the other two, at Colum- 
bus, O., and Davids island, N. Y., pre- 
pare the recruits for artillery and infantry 
service. 
Davids island is the "princip^ 
depot." 


Most young men have an idea that tt 
would be perfectly easy for them to be- 
; come soldiers if they should wish to do so, 
I but when they look into the requirements 
; it will not seem so easy. 
Suppose a mAn 
i wislies to enlist. In the first place he 
! must go to the recruiting office, let us say 
j at Front street, New York, down by the 
docks, crowded with steamers and ships. 
He mounts a crooked flight of wooden 
steps to the second story of a small, old 
fashioned building, and, opening the door, 
finds himself in the presence of a captain 
and a sergeant seated at desks. 
There he 
must submit to a prescribed routine. 


Every applicant first fills out a little 
blank form, giving his name^^age and 
other facts regarding himself. 
Only men 
between 18 and 35 can be taken. 
Then 
he walks down a corridor, and into a room 
where he is weighed. If he weighs over 
180 pounds he is at once rejected. 
If not, 
he steps into an adjoining apartment and 
takes a bath. 
Then he is escorted, fresh 
from his bath and without a stitch of 
clothing on him, up a back flight of stairs 
to a room where the examining surgeon 
and a private soldier are on duty. The 
surgeon examines him carefully, makes 
him kneel to test his leg joints, swing his 
arms, expand and contract his chest. 


The surgeon also thumps the candidate's 
chest, listens to his breathing and the 
beating of his heart; turns up his feet, and 
scans the soles and toes for any trace of 
warts or corns; looks at his teeth, jigidly 
tests his sight, hearing and spine; and 
asks him a long list of questions as to 
whether he ever had any illness and what 
kind of illness, whether he has ever been 
.hurt ou the head, arms or legs; and, if his 
parents or brothers and sisters have died, 
what was the cause of their death. 


The candidate must also state whether 
he uses intoxicating liquors, and if so, to 
what extent, and must mention any in- 
juries or surgical operations he has under- 
gone; especially burns, cuts and severe 
bruises. 
In fact, he is as carefully scru- 
tinized as if he were a horse offered for 
sale. 


Then he is given a Springfield rifle to 
handle, cock and uncock; and the joints 
of his fingers and the suppleness of his 
wrists are inspected. If he goes through 
all these tests he is accepted and enrolled, 
and is lodged and boarded at government 
expense in the recruiting station for two 
or three days, until he can be sent by boat 
to Davids island, at the head of New York 
harbor, on Long Island sound. 


If, however, he fails to read the eye- 
sight cards across the room, or is at all 
deaf, or is guilty of corns, or has any one 
among the long list of proscribed defects, 
he cannot pass. 
During three months 
464 applicants came to one of the New 
York stations, but only sixty-nine of them 
were accepted; that is, not much more 
than one-seventh of the whole number.— 
G. P. Lathrop in Youth's Companion. 


B u y i n g D i a m o n d s . 


Persons who wish to part with diamonds 
which they have held for some years 
almost always return to the party from 
whom they originally bought them. They 
are not infrequently surprised to find that 
the dealer has enough of that certain 
grade or size in his possession, and for the 
time being is not a purchaser. As a recent 
instance of this, a fancier had purchased a 
number of the largest and most expensive 
diamonds in America, giving special orders 
for them. 
The price paid was therefore 
necessarily higher than if the purchase 
had not been fozxed. 
When he wished to 
part with them he thought the dealer 
should buy back all the gems. 
But no 
one would expect the decorator or the 
dealer in furniture, carpets, rugs, pictures 
or other luxuries to take back a single 
object. 
The dealer in diamonds is ex- 
pected to do so, because diamonds ara 
generally considered as good as cash. 


But in many cases the mounting of a 
diamond and other precious stones is a 
considerable item in the cost price, especi- 
ally when the stones themselves are of 
small value. In buying back such a 
mounting, jewelers always take into ac- 
count the cost of the workmanship, and 
hence many are disappointed when they 
receive for a piece of jewelry ou parting 
with it only one-third or one-fifth of its 
original cost.—New York Mail and Ex- 
press. 


Climate of t h e Congo. 


Would that I could describe the pictur- 
esque scenes of the Congo river and coun- 
try. 
The evergreen bluffs of the mighty 
river and the gigantic peaks of the moun- 
tainous valley are truly grand. I arrived 
at the close of the rainy season, and there- 
fore enjoyed the cold season first. We are 
expecting rains now within the next ten 
days. 
This is our spring time. It is be- 
ginning to get very warm. 
Two days ago 
it was 98 degs. Fahrenheit in the shade. 
It seems so strange to see the trees putting 
out fresh leaves and the flowers blooming 
when there has been no rain for five 
months; not even a shower. 
What can it 
possibly be that steals away the vital 
powers of foreigners in this delightful 
climate, save that it is the excessive 
growth and decay of vegetation? This I 
think poisons the air. 
There is no other 
way, it seems to me, of accounting for the 
death rate of foreigners. I think if the 
country is ever cleared up, the climate 
will be even superior to that of Florida. 
I have been as well as I would have been 
at home.—Congo Missionary in Christian 
Recorder. 


IIow t o Treat Frost 
Kites. 


I have recently treated several people 
for frozen hands and feet. 
In one or two 
cases I have found it very diflBcult to treat 
them on account of their plunging their 
frozen members in hot water or holding 
them in close proximity to a red hot stove. 
The best ¡jossible way to draw out the 
cold from frozen parts is to plunge them 
into ice or snow water containing a liberal 
supply of saltpeter or comnxon salt, and 
then submitting them to a vigorous rub- 
bing with a coarse towel or slapping with 
the hands to restore circulation. In many 
cases amputation has been found neces- 
sary where the patient has foolishly ap- 
plied hot water.—Doctor in Kansas City 
Star.. 


Take your carpenters, plumbers, brick- 
jtayers and other employes of industries 
not "protected," and you will find them 
receiving much larger pay than they could 
get in Europe for the same class of serv- 
ice.

American fearis. 


Pearls are produced in some of the 
nnios (fresh-water mussels), of which 
there are many hundred species, espe- 
cially those found in the fresh-water 
brooks traversing a limestone country. 
The first pearl of any note 
was the 
famous "Crown Pearl," found by a 
shoemaker, Daniel Howell, while col- 
lecting some of these mussels in Notch 
Brook, 
near Paterson, 
New Jersey. 
This was purchased by Messrs. Tiffany 
& Co., for $1,500 in 1850, and led to 
the great pearl excitement. 
Millions of 
unios were collected, and many 
thou- 
sands of pearls found, and some of them 
very fine ones. 
One, however, 
which 
weighed nearly four hundred grains, 
and would perhaps have been the finest 
pearl of modern times, was destroyed 
by cooking 
the mussel. 
They 
have 
since then been fished out as far west 
as Ohio. At Waynesville 
and other 
places on the Little Miami River many 
fine pearls have been found, and more 
recently fine ones have been found in 
Kentucky, Tennessee, and Texas. One 
single firm has purchased over $100,000 
worth of pearls found east of Texas. 
The pearls are rarely entirely round, 
usually a little oblong, button-shaped, 
flat on the back, 
and imitating every 
conceivable fflrm, such as beetles, fish, 
bird wings, and often have had this 
feature assisted in the mounting of 
enamel and gold, 
after tlie manner of 
Dinglinger pearls at the famous Dres- 
den Green Vaults. 
The color is rarely 
a true white, 
usually pink or bluish, 
often iridescent. The nacre is smoother, 
if anything, than in the Oriental pearls, 
and they are often more beautiful; sin- 
gle 
pearls have been 
sold for over 
$2,000. 


Only one pearl of any kind is found 
in a hundred shells, and usually one in 
a thousand of any value, so that it is 
not a very profitable pursuit. 
The in- 
discriminate killing of the mussels in 
fishing and by poisonous sewage 
will 
eventually lead to their extermiuation. 
The greatest destroyers, however, are 
the hogs, which kill off whole banks in 
a single low tide. 
Pearls 
are also se- 
creted by the common hard-bhell clam 
(J^eniiS inercetiarid); 
these aro usually 
white, tinged with 
purple, or almost 
black. 
The latter colors are preferred, 
although they have little value. 
They 
sell at from $1 to $1,000 each, <iind aro 
found as large as a hazel-nut. The 
common conch {Strombiis 
gigas), 
fisbod 
extensively on the Florida coast for 
bait, often contains the 
so-called ])ink 
pearls. 
Although 
they are not true 
pearls, they have sold at SI.000 each. 
Our oyster pearls have neither value 
nor beauty. — George F. Kum, in 
Harper's 
Mag<tzine.

to defend, a heavy tariff on a certain man- 
ufactured article cannot be made to apply 
to tbe wool tariff. 
It is Pimply an effort 


of government to Indue* American farm- 
ers to continue the raising of aheep for 
wool fn *pit« of unsuitable climaU, In 
spite of he»Ty loaaes and In spite of a cost 
largely in excess of wool growing to more 
suitable countries. It results in compell- 
ing American woolen goods manufact- 
urers to pay from 20 to 40 per cent, more 
for wool tfcan they could buy it for abroad. 
Thus v hile Uncle Sam impose* a tariff to 
encourage woolen goods manufactur* In 
one Ian, be imposes a tariff which. In 
effect, discourages woolen goods manu- 
facture In another law. Woolen goods 
manufacture* actually decreased in num- 
ber frum 1*70 to 1BSO partly for this 
reason, and less money is now paid out In 
wacus to workers in woolen goods fac- 
tories than was tbe caa* In 1670. 


But this effort of Uncle Sam to enable 


cheep raiwn in America to compel* with 
more favored climates has not Injured 
woolen poudj manufacturers simply. It 
has lar^i ly increased th« price of winter 
clothing for everybody, has scarcely ben- 
efiu-d any number of laborers to any ex- 
tent, and in spite of it tbe number of 
ahct-p raised In the United State* has only 
slightly Increased, and has Largely dimin- 
bbrd in Inwa, Indiana, New York, Penn- 
sylvania, Michigan and Ohio. In Ne- 
braska the cumber has only slightly In- 
creased, and California and Texas are the 
only state* showing a decided Increase.— 
Omaha World.

asks him a long list of questions as to 
whether he ever had any illness and what 
kind of illness, whether he has ever been 
hurt on the head, arms or legs; and, if his 
parents or brothers and sisUrm have cued, 
what was the cause of their death.

Pearls are produced in some of the I 


unioa (fresh-water mussels), of which 
there an: many hundred sjiecies, e«po- 
:ially those found iu the frosh-wator 
brooks traversing a limestone country. 
The first |*arl of any note was the 
famous "Crown IVari," found I.J a 
shoemaker, Daniel Howell, whiln col- 
lecting some of these mussels in Notch 
llrook, near 1'sters in. New Jersov. 
This was purchas-.! lij Messrs. Tiffany 
ci Co., for *l,T>i«J in l>sjo, anl lod to 
the (treat Marl excitement. 
Millions of 


nnios were collected, an.l many thou- 
sands of |»«rls found, and some of them 
verv fine, ones. One, however, which 
weighed noarly four hundred groins. 
and wonld |» rliaps hsve been the finest 
pearl of modern times, was destroyed 
by cooking tue mussel. They have, 
since then lieen fished out as far west 
as Ohio. At Wayncsville and oilier 
places on the Little Mismi Itiver many 
tine pe"'« have been found, and rnoro 
recently fine ones have been found in 
Kentucky, Tennessee, and Tuxai. One 
single firm has purchased over {ITJO.OuO 
worth of i«arls found east of Tcxaj. 
The pearls aro rarely entirely round, 
usually a little oblong, butt .n-sha^-d, 
flat on the back, and imitating every 
conceivable form, such as beetles, fish, 
bird wings, and often have had this 
feature, assisted in thn mounting of 
enamel and gold, after the manner of 
Dinglingcr pearls at the famoui Dres- 
den Ureen Vaults. The color is rarely 
a true white, nsnallr pink or bluish, 
often irideacent. The nacre is smoother, 
if anything, than in the Oriental pearls, 
and they are often more beautiful; sin- 
gle pearls have been sold for over 


"bnly one pearl of any kind is found 
in a hundred shells, and tnually one in 
a thousand of any value, to that it is 
not a very profitable pursuit.

But in many cases the mounting of a 


diamond and other precious itones U a 
considerable Item in the cost price, especi- 
ally when the utones themselves are of 
small value. In buying back such a 
mounting, jewelers always take Into ac- 
count the cost of the workmanship, and 
hence many are disappointed when they 
receive for a piece of jewelry on parting 
with it ouly one-third or one fifth of its 
oriirinal cost.—New York Mail and Ex- 
press.
